rhe Dickens Scandal. 


particulars concerning the recent death, in 
Chicago, of the unhappy woman who bears 
the name of Dickens, and who was, we 
now perceive, the involuntary cause of much 
eerious injury done to Charles Dickens by 
the press of that city daring the early part 
oflast year. The accounts which we pub- 
lish differ somewhat; but they are agreed 
npon the only material point involved. 
Mrs. Augustus N. Dickens was not the le- 
gitimate wife of the brother of the famous 
novelist; and therefore the entire fabric 
which has existed in the popular mind falls 
to the ground. All other facts are imma- 
terial. Whether the lady committed 
suicide and whether she was rich or 
poor, or neither, have little or no relevance 
to the line of discussion which the press 
has very naturally and very properly in- 
dulged. That discussion was based upon 
the supposed relationship between the par- 
ties. The letter of Mr. Horace White is 
clear and substantial, and, we doubt not, 
to all intents correct; and while the affair is 
sad, and calls up spontaneously many 
touching reflections, the truth ought not to 
be ignored by reason of any false motives 
of delicacy. Justice to the living exacts 
thus much, even though it be obtained at 
the expense of the dead; and we shall en- 
deavor to speak of it, in this final notice, 
with both candor and feeling, tor we could 
have no motive to wrong any one. Indeed 
the only wrong that could now be done is 
that which would result from the mistaken 
‘silence of the press, and particularly that 
portion of it which gave currency to the 
original reports sent out from Chicago. 

The Chicago Times takes a different 
view of the case. It is indignant because 
we spoke of it freely, and, as we think, 
justly. Its remarks will be found else. 
where in this present issue of the CouRIER- 
JOURNAL; and the reader will see for him- 
self how foolish, as well as how discourte- 
ous they are. Read in connection with the 
developments which have since come to us, 
they will excite only the derision and con- 
tempt which invariably tread upon the 
heels of pompous and ill-advised lectures 
upon matters of fact which are not fact, 
and matters of morals which are false. 

The article which the Times copied from 
the CoURrER-JOURNAL, and on which it 
comments so flippantly and yet so harshly, 
was written currently with a press dispatch 
from Chicago. That dispatch stated that 
Mrs. Augustus N. Dickens had committed 
suicide, and assigned poverty as the cause 
It read as follows:

It wiH 
be observed however that we “jumped” 
at no conclusion; disregarded no “fact;” 
made no “inference.” The death was puf 
down as “self-destruction” by the Chicago 
telegram. “Cause for it was discovered” in 
the same message. The intelligence was 
positive and suggestive; and our comments 
—so tar from being unauthorized, were de- 
liberate, and have been more than borne 
out by subsequent disclosures. 


certain facts of which we could have 
no knowledge and which are alleged in 
direct contradiction of the dispatch on 
which our article was constructed. But, 
assuming its statement to be true, to-wit, 
that Mrs. Augustus N. Dickens did not 
take her own life, and that she was not in 
needy circumstances, we have only to cor- 
rect the original item of news sent over the 
wires from Chicago without seriously im- 
pairing the purpose or value of our own re- 
fiections; for justice to Charles Dickens ab- 
solutely demanded that the truth should 
be made known, and, whether the unhap- 
py woman was rich or poor, Chicago 
thought she was poor; the thought was 
urged upon Chicago by the Chicago press; 
and Chicago did nothing. If she had been 
never so poor, it had been all the same; for 
such was the impression put upon the pub- 
lic by the newspapers. 

We confess we are surprised at the arti- 
cle in the Times. We have hitherto given 
that admirably conducted journal credit 
for a breadth of understanding which could 
hardly fail to mark all needful distinction 
between a train of general reflections on 
the insincerity of human nature, illustrated 
merely by Chicago asa particular instance, 
and a purely local attack on Chicago. We 
made no such attack; gave entertainment 
to no such thought. We were endeav- 
oring to point a moral of which Chicago 
happened to be the present example; but 
we distinctly said as much; for, in truth, 
Chicago did no worse than any other large 
and selfish body of people would have done- 
It got in a rage with Charles Dickens and 
denounced him savagely; and its ground of 
attack was his alleged neglect of a desti- 
tute family which had claim upon his 
bounty. In this it was hypocritical. It 
disliked Dickens, had, in fact, an old grudge 
against him, as most American cities think 
they have, and was only too eager to wreak 
its spleen and at the same time to make a 
showing of its charity. It was incensed at 
the man’s heartlessness ; wrought itself up 
toa degree of sympathy for the widow and 
the orphan; and, having gratified its anger 
and its self-love, forgot the circumstance. 
In all this it acted, as, we said 
precisely as other communities would have 
acted. Such maudlin  ebulitions of ten- 
derness are common, as thay seem to be in- 
herent with multitudes of men, and this it 
was at large, illustrated by acase in poiat, 
that we souglit to portray, and we must 
think, taking the feeling manifested by the 
Times to be a reflection merely of a certain 
self-conviction onthe part of its readers, 
that we succeeded pretty well. But we 
did not mean to confine our strictures to

Little excuse for stating that Charles 
Dickens did not permit his sister-in-law to 
starve; for stating that the Chicago Mrs. 
Dickens was not his sister-in-law; for 
stating that she had eloped With his broth- 
er, leaving a wife, indeed, to be cared tor. 
Whatever may be set up in extenuation of 
her guilt, it was a crime against the laws 
of God and man, especially against the 
name and fame of Dickens. To clear this 
up is “base.” To relieve Charles Dickens 
of odium is “ungenerous” and “conscience- 


less.” A murrain upon such mock senti-. 


ment! A fig for such moral twaddle! We 
cast no stone at the unhappy woman. Let 
those that have never been tempted, those 
who have done no wrong, grow pious and 
moralize amain. We neither assail her mo- 
tives nor defend them; we know nothing 
about them. All we know is that she 
éloped with the husband of another 
woman, and that an understanding and 
publication of this fact is absolutely indis- 
pensable to the vindication of a much-abus- 
ed, a famous, and, as the issue proves, a most 
brave and generous gentleman. 

This, in plain English, is the black and 
white of the matter. It suggests that the 
Times had best look to its own conscience 
before it sets out on a crusade against the 
consciences of others. It may, even in 


this, find even in its own pretentious article 


a few “inferences” and “assumptions” which 
are worth correcting. 

It is not wise in newspapers, as it is not 

wise in women, to “protest too much.” But 
at the risk of the skepticism of our Illinois 
contemporary, we venture to say, that, 
though nothing if not critical as befits our 
calling,we are yet indifferent honest and per- 
haps thoughtful apace, as times go; that it 
is our habit to “Jump” neither in the flesh 
nor in the spirit; and that, so great is our 
natural love of justice and truth, and so 
strong our aversion to prejudice and un- 
charitableness, that we would do no wrong 
consciously, even to Chicago, little as Chi- 
cago may deserve the mantle of our char- 
ity; for indeed, albeit we have not perpetra- 
ted the offense, we must yield to the tart 
opinion already quoted, and admit that, in 
view of the Times’ article, “hell HATH no 
fury like Chicago spurned.” 


That Legal Farce. 

The Albany Evening Journal, a promi- 
nent Radical organ, says, in speaking of the 
effects of the President’s amnesty procla- 
mation, that “the legal farce so conspicu- 
ously disgraceful to the country, the trial 
of Jeff. Davis, will now be concluded.” 
That trial, if it can be called one, certainly 
is a “legal farce conspicuously disgraceful 
to the country.” But by whose fault or 
folly has the disgraceful farce been enacted? 
Have the Democracy, at any time since 
Mr. Davis was arrested, demanded his trial? 
Have they given any indication that they 
ever approved his trial? Did they not say 
from the first, that it“would be a “farce” or 
something worse? Didn’t they assert that 
Mr. Davis couldn’t be convicted, and that, 
if he could be, he ought not to be? Did 
not all the Radical organs, on the contrary, 
insist with one accord, and with loud clam- 
ors, that his trial should take place? Did 
they not swear big oaths that he must be 
tried and hung? Did they not urge, that 
notwithstanding his old age and his in- 
firmities, he should be kept a prisoner in 
Fortress Monroe until the trial should 
come on? Did they not raise a yell of 
rage against Horace Greeley because he 
went upon Mr. Davis’ bond, thus enabling 
him to go forth from his bastile before the 
day of his trial?- And would they not, if 
President Johnson had at that time or at 
any time during the distinguished prison- 
er’s immurement, pardoned him and thus 
prevented the enactment of “the legal 
farce so conspicuously disgraceful to the 
country,” have thundered for his impeach- 
ment? Did they not, in fact, fiercely pro- 
claim that he could, ‘would, and should 
be impeached if he dared to grant a par- 
don? 

The Albany paper is right in calling the 
trial of Davis “a farce,’ but his two-years’ 
horrid imprisonment, though “conspicu- 
ously disgraceful to the country,” was no 
“farce.” It was a meanness. 


The Recess. 

Congress adjourned, on account of the 
-holidays, four days before their commence- 
ment to reassemble tour days after their 
expiration. It went for stretching out its 
holidays at both ends. We certainly do not 
care how little sitting the members of that 
body may do, for they are not of the least 
account to the country when they sit. But 
their adjournment for two weeks to enjoy 
the holidays isashame. There is no ex- 
cuse forthem. If they are of opinion that 
they can accomplish any good at Wash- 
ington, why do they not stay there and try 
to accomplish it? If they are convinced 
that they can accomplish none, why don’t 
they adjourn sine die and go home? 

Congress, if it pretends to be a Congress, 
and to perform the duties and obligations 
of one, has no business to adjourn over the 
holidays. The custom is a scandalous one. 
An adjournment for one day at Christmas 
would be right and proper, but an adjourn- 
ment for two ;,weeks or even one week is 
worse than puerile. No full-grown men 
except members of Congress, members of 
some of the State Legislatures, and ne- 
groes, practice any such disreputable folly, 
and even the negroes, now ‘that they are 
free, have to give it up. 


. Coltax’s Opportunity. 

Gen. Grant persists in his profound and 
mysterious silence, and Colfax, who never 
had the “golden” gift of silence, is making 
himself important upon the strength of 
Grant’s. Inasmuch as Grant refuses to 
say What he will do or what he will not 
do, Colfax sees his opportuuity of playing 
the oracle and avails himself of it. Not all 
the oaks in Dodona’s wood ever poured 
forth a larger amount of oracle, whether 
genuine or bogus, than he.

NIGHT JUBILEE AT QUINN CHAPEL. 


Interesting Tableaux, Etc. 


The Ofth anniversary of the emancipation of the 
colored race was appropriately commemorated by 
the African element of Louisville on Friday. Not 
in the least daunted by the foul weather, the pa- 
triotic sons of Ham raliied in large numbers and 
fully carried out their programme. About 10 
o'clock in the morning the principal streets were 
enlivened by the loud hugzas and martial tread 
of some two or three hundred freedmen in pro- 
cession. They represented the United Fellows of 
Friendship, Sons of Union, Sons of Temperance, 

. Dougiass Lyceum, and other socteties whose 
names We did not learn. Each society appeared 
in regalia and with flag or banner unfurled to the 
breeze. A small delegation from the surviving 
Corpse d’ Afrique, that fought for the priceless 
boon over which the whole dusky race now jubdi- 
lates on the first of January, was also in line, 
with all the necessary regimental paraphernalia. 
Asa the procession made a very good ap- 
pearance, and in ite windings from street to street, 
was very creditably managed by the marshal-in- 
chief, Arthur Richard , Hill, the well-known 
Fourth street barber. More than two hours were 
consumed in the parade, when the procession 
and hundreds of other colored men, women and 
children assembled in Asbury Chapel, on Ninth 
street.

THE ORATION. 

Appended is a short synopsis of the address de- 
livered by Rev. Henry J. Young, whom the col- 
ored people selected as orator of the day:

The different headings were quite lucidly ani 
forcibly discussed by the speaker. His manner 
ts rather winsome. At times his audience rose 
and gave way to their feelings by loud applause, 
some throwing up their hats, and making all sorts 
ofquaint gestures. Many anecdotes were told 
by the orator, and these, particularly, seemed to 
have a telling effect upon the people. 

CLOSING ADDRESS. 

The President of the Fred. Douglass Lyceum, 
W. H. Gibson, arose and stated that the pro- 
gramme called for the closing remarks from him, 
but he thought that after the elequent remarks 
of the orator of the day, and the extreme amount 
of patience exhibited by the audience, ft would 
be considered egotistical in him to detain them 
longer by way of a speech. He said that he 
thanked the socicties and citizens of Louisville 
for having conferred upon him the honor of pre- 
siding over those meetings for three successive 
years. He would say, in response to what the 
speaker had said touching those moral virtues, 
frugality, temperance, and industry, that we, the 
citizens of Louisville, would promise that they 
would £ndeavor to cultivate those virtues, and 
would promise that they would in the future 
leaye Of those sins that do so easily beset them. 

He said that there were some State and local 
subjects that should fnterest them as citizens. 
Our schools, that were prosperous under the 
guidance and protection of the Government, we 
were proud of, and our gratitude to those under 
whose superintendence they had been operated 
was unbounded; yet, whilst the colored people 
were taxed by the State, it should be a matter of 
inquiry why they did not receive the benefits. 
The condition of their poor was a matter that 
should interest them, for, if an application was 
made tothe city authorities for aid, or to receive 
a pauper, they were driven from department to 
department, and refused admittance, and finally 
left upon the bhigbwavs to die like dogs. For 

hese things, and many other of their civil rights, 
he thought that they should be called together, 
and concentration of thought and actio gy tain- 
ed. City and State conventions shouid be 
called, and, when those calls were made, 
as societies and as citizens they should not be 
tardy but respond to the call. He said that ds the 
speaker had referred to the States of Kentucky 
and Delaware being obstinate and opposing the 
measures of freedom and the policy of the Gov- 
ernment in the war, he feared that hits colored 
brethren had also tymbibed some of those princi. 
ples. And when calls were made for conven- 
tions, where matters pertaining to their inter- 
ests were to be considered, they, by their absence 
and inactivity In these matters, showed a want of 
that interest which should never be lacking tn 
the bearts and spirits of a free people. He an- 
pounced the call for a national convention of 
colored men from all States, to meet ‘in Washing- 
ton, January 13th, iust. He presumed that Ken- 
tucky would not be represented. He thought 
this ought not to be 30. 

The old familiar hymn, ‘‘The Year of Jubilee,”’ 
was then sung by the whole audience, rising, 
after which the multitude was dismissed with the 
bendiction, by Rev. H. Adams. 

- JUBILEE AT NIGHT. 

The school of W. H. Gibson, numbering two 
hundred children, met at niebt in Quinn Chapel, 
on Walnut street, to celebrate the emancipation 
by am exhibition and concert. The house was 
crowded with the pareats and friends of the chii- 
dren. In the audtence we saw a number of white 
citizens, among them some of the officers of the 
Freedmen’s Schoo] Department. 

The audience, from their appearance, were the 
elite of our colored community. 

The speeches were well spoken, the songs well 
sung. The firet tableau wasa grand scene, rep- 
resenting the last night of slavery, December 31st, 
1262, it. being watch meeting night tn ail the col- 
ored churches throughout the country, and that 
hour they were instructed by their ministers to 
be at prayer, and pray earnestly to God that every 
chain be loosg, January Ist, 1863. A boy repre- 
sented a slave in chains, with the Goddess of | 
Liberty standing over him on a pedestal, with a 
scroll in band. All the school wasina praying 
posture. The seeond tableau represented the 
first morn of freedom;the Goddess of Liberty, with 
the emancipation proclamation, held over the boy 
representing the slave, and the whole school with 
flags, and wreaths, and handkerchiefs waving. 

Among the speeches that were most attractive, 
and called for the greatest applause, was a dia- 
logue by Jos. Taylor and Henry Pope—“The In- 
telligent News-boy,” and another called “Conver- 
sution on Freedom,” by six young Misse8—Katie 
Sales, Leni Evans, Belle Gibson, Fannie Russell, 
Lizzie Reed and Mattie Berkley. These pieces 
were composed for the occasion, by their teacher. 
The pianist for the evening was a little boy, Wil- 
lie Gibson, twelve years of age, who exeoute® 
remarkably well, and if his musteal talent {g prop- 
erty cultivated, he will make his mark among 
musicians. The Drunimmer-boy, with variations, 
was well executed by him. His sister Belle bids 
fair to make ber mark a3 a vocalist. She sang the 
ballad, “I'll Ask My Mother,”’ and had to repeat 
it. The exercises closed about 10 o'clock. The 
audience repaired to the basement of the church 
and partook of refresements,acnd then retired 


after a day of mu.b pleasure and merriment.

A LIVELY SENSATION ON THE LEVEE. 


As one of the Jeffersonville ferryboats was 
swinging up to the landing about 2 o’clock New 
Year’s afternoon,the cry of “a woman over- 
board!" “a woman overboard!” startled the 
passengers who Were descending from the cabin, 
and the cry was caught up and echoed along the 
shore, as it reached the waiting omnibuses on 
the leyee. It was at first thought that some one 
bad fallen from the ferryboat, but a moment after 
the alarm was given, the attention of all was 
riveted upon a spot in the river, some fifteen 
yards from shore. Small cakes of ice were drift- 
ing down the stream, and in the midst of them 
could be Seen the head and bonnet of a woman, 
who seemed to be struggling with the current. 
Now andthen she would throw her arms out 
above the water and catch at the vacant air, and 
then sbe disappeared beneath the surface. 

The excitement which followed the discovery of 
the unfortunate woman was intense, for there 
seemed no possiblifty of saving her. She had 
fallen from a hay-boat about thirty feet from the 
ferry landing, and the only possible chance of 
rescuing her lay in the prompt use of the skirt 
which was attaceed to the hay-boat. Mr. Obe 
Terwillegar, one of the conductors of the Louis- 
ville Transfer Company’s line, running down to 
the hay-boat, threw a rope toward the drowning 
woman as she again appeared above the surface, 
but she was too faraway, even if she was not téo 
much exhausted to grasp it. With commendab!e 
presence of mind, Mr. Terwlliigar then plunged 
the hay-boat skiff into the stream, and jumping 
into it was quickly followed by Mr. A. V. Lioyd, 
also of the Transfer Une. The skiff was nearly 
half full of water, but the two brave fellows 
seized the paddles and the tipsy little craft shot 
swittly out intothe river. They quickly reached 
the woman, and as she Was aboutto sink for the 
last time, seized ber arm and dragged her tnto 
the skiff. 

Returning to the shore as soon as possible, they 
lifted the apparently lifeless form of the woman 
from the boat, The face was dark from strangu- 
lation, and was, to kill appearances, that of a 
corpse. The Shaker bonnet, which had been se- 
cured by a stout ribbon, had fallen back from 
her’ head. She had no shawlor cloak—only a 
plain dress, and she appeared to be a woman of 
forty or forty-five years of age. The body was 
shortly recognized ag that of the wife of a Ger- 
man locksmith named Fred. Illig, who resid»s 
and bas ashop at No. 168 First street, between 
Jefferson and Market. Captain James Harvey, of 
the Metropolitan Police, tmmediately impressed 
an express wagon and conveyed Mrs. Illig home. 
Two physicians were summoned, and every effort 
made to restore her. She was seized with spasms, 
but was at length brought out of danger. 

Mr. Illig and his daughter, a young woman 
about eighteen years of age, were absent in Jef- 
fersonville when Mrs. Illig was brought back 
home, and a large crowd collected on the arrival 
of the express wagon. It was reported that Mrs. 
Illtig had attempted suicide, and there was a ru- 
mor that she had received ill-treatment at the 
hands of her husband, These stories very much 
incensed the citizens, and the feeling against [lig 
was by no means decreased when he returned 
home and quickly bustied from his wife's room 
a crowd that had gathered there. Policemen 
were sent for and Dlig was placed under arrest 
on charge of maltreating his wife,and was taken 
to the First-street station-house. Yosterday 
morning he was brought before Judge Craig, in 
the Court, and the prosecutors asked a continu- 
ance until Mrs. Iitig should be suflicieniy reeov- 
ered te appear. The prisoner was allowed to 
make a statement after the officers, who had seen 
nothing, had tesafed. When he had concinded, 
the court forthwith discharged him. 

Mr. Iilig has stated to us that he had gone te 
Jefersonvilie with his daughter, and that previ- 
ous to their departur> there had been some words 
with his wife in reward to a dress; that she has 
not been makreated in any way; that she was on 
her way to Jeffersouville to follow him and his 
daughter When she went to the levee; that she 
fell—did not jump—into the river; that on his re- 
turn he merely dispersed the crowd tn his wife’a 
room that she might not be annoyed and that 
better attention might be given her. 

The affair created a great deal of talk, and much 
injury has. been done Mr. Miig by the reports 
which were ; u’ in circulat:oa.
